relates to the Protestant Charter Schools of Ireland, a copy of which I have the ^ 
honour herewith to enclose ; I have to request your attention more parUcularly to 
the followiniT passage in the Report, “ your Cpmtnittee see no reason why the 
present ratio of diminution of numbers in the Charter Schools, by removing 300 
children annually from the institution should not be continued until the number 
left on the establishment can be supported by the present endowment without 
further Parliamentary aid.” . . . , 

His Excellency commands me to express bis anxious desire, that you will tortb- 
with proceed to consider and to adopt the most effectual means of carrying into 
effect the measure recommended by the Committee for the annual removal ot 
300 children from the institution, and that you will report with the least possible 
delay, for his Excellency’s information, the result of your deliberations. 

I have further to request, that you will take into consideration the question sug- 
gested by the Committee, whether means may not be devised at some present 
increase of expenditure, to extend the system of apprenticeship, or to obtain some 
other provision for the children on the establishment, with a view to the more 
speedy obtainment of the ultimate cessation of the Parliamentary grant, which, m 
concurrence with the opinion of the Committee, and in accordance with the mea- 
sures adopted since the year 1825, his Excellency is anxious to effect.

My Lord, Incorporated Society’s House, 12th August 1829. 

1 AM directed by the General Board of the Incorporated Society to acquaint 
your Lordship, for the information of his Excellericy the Lord Lieutenant, that 
in pursuance of his Excellency’s desire, contained in your Lordship’s letter of the 
3ist ultimo they have directed their attention to that part of the Re^rt of the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons, which states, “ your Committee 
see no reason why the present ratio of diminution of numbers in the Charter Schools 
by removing 300 children annually, should not be continued till the_ number left 
on the Establishment can be supported by the present endowment, mtbout further 
Parliamentary aid and I am commanded by the Society to state, that they have, 
in compliance with the wishes of His Majesty’s government, used every exerUon 
in their power to facilitate the disposal of the children m their schools, by appien- 
ticing them into proper situations, and by giving up, wuth final bounties of 4/. los. 
each! such of them as have parents or friends capable in any way of supporting 
176. As 
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i": them ; and to this effect, have already in the course of the current year disposed 

Incorporated of 140 children. At the same time I am directed to observe, tliat the Society 

Society. while using their best endeavours to accomplish the objects recommended by his 

Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and the Committee of the House of Commons 

cannot anticipate that in the course of this and the next year they will be enabled 
to discharge 600 children, even on the supposition that a system of increased 
apprentice fees and bounties were adopted, inasmuch as the tender age of some 
the deformity, the fatuity, and the delicate health of others, will not enable the 
Society advantageously to dispose of them. 

At ihe same time, while expressing this their opinion. I am instructed to inform 
your lordship, that the Society, in accordance with the suggestions of the Select 
Committee of the House of Commons, will endeavour to promote the more 
speedy diminution of the number of children on the establishment, by increasing 
tl^ fee given with apprentices from 7I. to lo^. and by enlarging the 6nal bounties 
afforded to children given up to relations from 4/. 105. to 7/., if furnished by 
Parliament with the means for a given period. ^ 

On the same principle, the Society are desirous (if furnished with funds to make 
the experiment) of withdrawing from the common course of instruction all healthy 
young persons who have arrived at the age of 15 years, and who can neither be 
apprenticed or otherwise disposed of, and collecting them in some establishment 
where the produce of their labour in weaving or some other species of industry may 
be applied towards supplying them with food and raiment. And furthermore, as it 
appears from the Society.s returns to the Select Committee, as stated in their 
Report, (Appendix, page 137,) that there are 115 individuals in the schools, who, 
from infirmity or idiotcy, are incapable of being apprenticed ; and as a large portion 
of Uiese came originally from the Foundling Hospital and House of Industry the 
Society respectfully recommend that they may be transferred to the House of 
Industry or some such asylum for incurables. 

By these methods, and perhaps by forwarding some as servants to settlers in the 
colonies, or in any other way that His Majesty’s Government may suggest, the 
Incorporated Society are anxious to meet his Excellency’s wishes. And at the 
same time, they humbly desire to express their fears, that a too hasty or indis- 
criminate discharge, more especially of female youth, must tend to the increase of 
public immorality and individual misery.

With reference to the Estimate of the Incorporated Society for the year 1830 
I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to request explanation on the followin<^ 
points: An increase is proposed of 600 /. on apprentice fees, and of 350/ on 
bounties and gratuities, which is grounded on a proposal of his Excellency^ l ap- 
prebend that the proposed increase was intended with the view of apprenticing a 
greater number of children, and I do not conceive that it involves an increase “on 
the gratuities to those who have served their time. The number proposed to be 
apprenticed appears to be 150, the same as last year; if that number be not 
increased, I see no object or advantage in increasing the fees. The fuel item is 
increased 105/. for ten schools only ; this increase appears too much, considei-ing 
the reduction of three schools. I am to request you will inform rue what the 
average has been before, and also for soap and candles.

Incorporated Society’s House, 

My Lord, 2d December 1829. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s letter of the 
I 26th ultimo, and in reply beg leave to state that it was laid before the committee lncor[)orated 

I of fifteen of the Incorporated Society this day, who have instructed me to give the Society, 

following explanation for the information of his Excellency the Lord lieutenant, ' 
with reference to the Society’s Estimate for the year 1830. 

With regard to the proposed increase of apprentice fees, I am desired to observe 
that the Society, while contemplating tlie probability of apprenticing but 150 young 
persons, yet felt that there was little likelihood of attaining that object without an 

I increase of the apprentice fee, inasmuch as there must always arise a greater 
difficulty of suiting the wants or the fancy of masters from amongst a smaller than 
a larger number, more especially when' that diminished number is composed of 
young, and it may be said, refuse children. 

On this subject I am directed to refer your Lordship to the Society’s communi- 
cation to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, bearing d.ate the 12th of August, 
with reference to the increase of 350 1. estimated for under the head of “ Bounties 
to apprentices sei'ving their time faithfully, and Jinal gratuities to children given up 
1 to their parents ahdf fiends, so as to relieve the ^ietyfrom the expense of maintaining 

1 /Aew-” . . . . , 

* I have to acquaint your Lordship that it was not in contemplation to make any 

increase to the bounties to be given to young persons on the expiration of their 
apprenticeships; but that the increase of 350/. was estimated for the purpose 
expressed in the latter clause of the sentence, viz. to enable the Society to make 
an increase in Jinal gratuities which they have been in the practice of giving to 
children, when their parents or friends come forward to take them off the hands 
of the Societv.” This practice has of late been adopted in order to meet the 
wishes of His Majesty’s Government, and having been attended with the desired 
success, it was supposed that an increase in the gratuity might induce relatives and 
friends to come forward the more readily. 

With respect to the increase for the item of fuel, 1 have to state, that the 
proposed increase was estimated for on the following grounds. 

The large schools of the Society are now placed in Dublin and its vincinity, 
where fuel is dearer than in the more distant parts of Ireland, where turf is used, 
and as from the distant and suppressed schools, the children have been drafted to 
the Dublin establishments, it is reasonable to suppose that the expense of fuel will 
be greater on the average of the present 10 schools than it was on the former 

average of 13. tx . i- u i u 

The Society, moreover, have experienced that the large Dublin schools nave 
required a greater sum to be expended in coals since that article has been sold by 
xeeight, and not as it used to be, by measure, and have invariably found that the 
sums usually estimated for did not come up to what were actually expended. 

1 have the honour to subjoin, pursuant to your Lordship’s desire, a statement of 
the expenditure for the last Uiree yeare of the 10 existing schools, in fuel, and in 
soap and candles. . 

The average expenditure, as entered on the books of the Society, for luel tor 
the 1 0 schools at present in existence, for the last three years ended the 5th January 
1829, amounts to the sum of 538 I 8^. 1 d. from which it appears that the sum of 
55 1 /. is a fair estimate for the year 1 830. And the average expenditure for soap 
and candles for the said 10 schools for the same period amounts to the sum of 
3U A 15 •yd., fiOB) which it will appear Uiat the sum of 335/. is. id. is a fair 

estimate for the year 1 830.

Gentlemen, Dublin Castle, 31st July 1829. ' 

. *■„ • . directed by his Excellency to call your attention to that part of the Report 

VouBdliHg Hoipita . of the Select Committee on the Irish Miscellaneous Estimates, a copy of which 
' I have the honour herewith to transmit, which relates to the Foundling Hospital 
of Dublin. It is my duty, in the first instance, to submit to your consideration 
the paragraph in page 7 of the Report, which states, that “ on this ground, there- 
fore, the Committee could see no reason for hesitating, and adopting as their final 
recommendation to Government, that from and after the ist of January 1830, all 
further admissions to the Foundling Hospital should cease. The CommittM is 
satisfied, that if this recommendation be carried into eflFect by the executive I 
Government, due attention will, as in the case of the Charter Schools, be given to 
the claims of those who have devoted themselves to the service of the establishment 
on the faith of its continuance, as well as to the still more imperative claim on com- 
passion and support, which may rest, in the cases of inmates of the institution, on 
the grounds of mental or bodily infirmity.” 

His Excellency directs me to acquaint you with his concurrence in the recom- 
mendation of the Committee. In directing me to make this communication, his ’ 
Excellency cannot expect an entire coincidence of opinion with respect to the policy 
of the suppression of the institution in question, on the part of those to whom the 
care of it has devolved, and to whose solicitude and exertions for its welfare his 
Excellency gives the credit which is so justly due. ' 

His Excellency, however, feels assured, that however strong may be your opinion 
of the advantages of this institution, he will receive in the execution of the measure 
what he feels called upon to enforce, that cordial co-operation which the executive 
Government has so constantly received from the directors of this and similar instU 
tutions in the city of Dublin. It will be necessary, in the course of the present 
year, to take measures for the notification to the public of the intention of Govern- 
ment with regard to the cessation of admissions to the institution, after the 30th 1 

January 1 830. His Excellency anticipates no difficulty in effecting this object so i 

as to obviate the inconvenience which would arise from the transmission of appli- 
cations for admission to the institution subsequent to the period above mentioned • 
but if the directors have any suggestions to ofier on this head, his Excellency 
requests that they may be communicated. His Excellency directs me to request 
your attention to the adoption of such measures as may obtain, with the least pos- 1 
sible delay, that reduction of the public expenditure which will ultimately^ be 
effected ^ the cessation of the Parliamentary grant to this institution; and be 
relies confidently on the assistance of the directors to forward the attainment of so 
important a diminution of the public burthens.

r Governors of the Foundling Hospital, in reply to vour 

Lordship s letter of July, the receipt of which I had the honour to acknow- 

ledge on the 3d of August, to state to your Lordship, for the information of his 
pccellency the Lord Lieutenant, that the Governors are thankful to his Excellency 
tor the obliging terms in which the communication conveyed in your Lordship’s 
letter has been expressed, and that his Excellency may be assured that he will 
receive their cordial co-operation in carrying into execution the measures which he 
feels himself called upon to enforce. 

His 
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His Excellency seems to apprehend a reluctance on the part of the Governors 2. 

to acquiesce in the determination of Government to suppress the Institution; but Foundling Hospiia!. 
they beg leave to observe, that they would feel no such reluctance if deserted ^ 

children shall be otherwise provided for. 

The Committee were perfectly warranted in the assumption, that the average^ 
number of admissions into the Foundling Hospital was, by the operation of 
the Act of 1822, reduced from about 2,000 annually to less than 400, without 
any perceptible increase of the crime of infanticide, yet the conclusion which the 
Committee draw from that fact, when they say, “ with respect to the first object,” 

(viz. the preservation of the lives of destitute children), “ the Committee see no 
reason to suppose that the suppression of this Establishment will produce any of 
the evil consequences which the Commissioners have in vain endeavoured to trace, 
arising from the material reduction produced by the Act of 1 822,” does not appear 
well founded. Probably neither the Commissioners nor the Committee were suffi- 
ciently apprised of the circumstances that gave rise to the Act of 1822. Previous 
to the passing of that Act, the number of children in the hospital, and supported by 
its funds, was rapidly increasing ; and, from the almost indiscriminate admission 
of infants, it had become a general receptacle for the children of the poor, without 
regard to the principles on which the Institution was founded ; and there were 
several instances of parents, who had sent their children to the Hospital, coming 
forward and soliciting to have them restored. The Hospital, at this time, was 
supported partly by Parliamentary grants, and partly by a tax on the inhabitants 
of the city of Dublin, equal to the minister’s money, called the Foundling Hospital 
Tax. And by an old Act of Parliament, any parbh (except in the city of Dublin) 
was authorized to levy a tax of 5 /. for the support of each deserted child. This 
the parishes evaded, by sending the children to the Foundling Hospital; and it 
soon became a practice to send the children of indigent parents as well as deserted 
infants. Experience shows that the number of the former description sent to the 
Hospital far exceeded that of the latter. 

Under these circumstances the regulations enforced by the Act of 1822 were 
proposed and adopted, by which the tax on the city of Dublin was taken off, and 
the power of laying on 5 7 . on each parish, for every deserted child found therein, 
was extended to the parishes within the city of Dublin ; and it was enacted, that 
no child should thereafter be received into the Foundling Hospital without the 
payment of 5/. late Irish currency. The Act also required the following certifi- 
cate : “ We, the minister and churchwardens of the parish of . do certify 

that the child herewith sent to the Foundling Hospital has been exposed or deserted, 
and in danger of perishing ; and that we have made diligent inquiry respecting tlie 
birth and parentage of said child ; and that it is, to the best of our knowledge and 
belief, under the age of 1 2 calendar months ; and that we have not been able to 
find out or discover the parents of the said child, or either of them, or that both the 
parents of said child are dead.” The effect of these regulations was to reduce the 
number of admissions as above stated, not by excluding really deserted children, 
but by preventing the admission of such as were not the proper objects of the insti- 
tution; it cannot, therefore, be inferred, that an increase of infanticide will not 
follow from the suppression of the Institution, because it has not followed from 
regulations excluding infants whose parents were known, and who ivere not exposed, 
and in danger of perishing. 

With respect to the other object of the Institution, the education of the children, 
the Governors are not disposed to controvert the sentiments conveyed by the Report 
of the Select Committee; namely, “that day-schools are on many accounts 
much better adapted to the education of the poor than boarding-schools;” but the 
case of deserted children, who have neither parents nor friends to harbour or 
support them, appears to be an exception to this general rule. 

In reference to his Excellency’s intimation, “ that the Governors should adopt 
such measures as may obtain, with the least possible delay, that reduction of 
the public expenditure which will ultimately be effected by the cessation of the 
Parliamentary grant to this Institution,” I am directed by the Governors to state, 
for his Excellency’s information, that they are not prepared to propose any alter- 
ation in the system at present in operation; under which, notwithstanding the 
admission of infants, there. has been a reduction, within the seven yearsending 
the 5th of January 1829, of 2,387 children. 

The only mode of disposing of the children as they arrive at a proper age, is by 
apprenticing them to gentlemen as servants, or to tradesmen or farmers, and the

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«• demand fur them has of late been s great, that since the 5th of January 1827, 

F oupdlin g Hospital . 1,289 children have been so appremced, although no pecuniary temptation has 
^ ' been held out to induce persons to aptly for them, the sum of 1 /. only being paid 

as a fee with each apprentice, and 1 /. 1 f. at the expiration of the first and second 
years, to provide clothing ; 1 73 childro only remain at present on the establishment 
who have attained the proper age for bing apprenticed, or who can be spared from 
the laborious work of the Hospital, aid who will in all probability be disposed of 
before the expiration of the present yar. 

In compliance with his Excellency’s desire, the Governors have taken the ne- 
cessary measures for notifying to the Piblic the order of Government with regard to 
the cessation of admissions to the Intitution after the first of January 1830; at 
the same time they beg leave to call the attention of his Excellency to an Act 
passed in the .57th George the III. c.i68, which limits the period for closing the 
Hospital for six months.

Governors will feel it their duty torevise this head of expenditure, taking into 
consideration the recommendation tf the Select Committee of the House of 
Commons in the last session of Parlkment with respect to those persons who have 
devoted themselves to the service o' the establishment on the faith of its con- 
tinuance. "i’our Lordship will pleaseto observe, that in consequefice of dispensing 
with the services of nine persons, wli<se salaries and wages amounted to only 75 1., 
a reduction will be effected under tb« head of Provisions, of 164/. 55., as stated 
in No. 1 of Estimate, so that the aciial reduction amounts to 239/. 55. 

The Governors at the same timebeg leave to observe, that although the Insti- 
tution is designated a Foundling Ifispital, the functions to be performed by the 
officers and servants embrace a threfold character, namely ; 1st, the education, 
moral and religious, of i,ioo childro in the house; 2d, the medical and surgical 
attendance of the infirmary daily, the medical inspection generally, and the 
examination as to the care taken b^the nurses of the children in the country; 

3d, the

3d, the employment of various persons in superintending the male and female 
departments; in making up the clothing, bedding, &r. of the Institution ; in in- 
structing the children, so as to fit them to fulfil the duties of household servants, 
and employing a portion of the boys in horticulture. The fulfilling those respective 
offices of course require a number of persons, whose entire time is devoted to their 
duties, as the youth and inexperience of the children necessarily demand great 
attention and" care. 

It is to be particularly observed, that the economy with which this Institution 
has been conducted is such, that the expenditure, including salaries and wages, 
nursing children in the country, diet, medicine, keeping the buildings in repair, 
and all incidental expenses, taken on an average, is only 5/. 3^. 6 per annum 
for each child. 

Under the item of charge for nursing children in the country, I am directed by 
the Governors to state for his Excellency’s information, that the order for closing 
the Hospital cannot cause a decrease in the estimate for the ensuing year, the item 
being for children who are now actually at nurse under the age of one year, as well 
as for those who are in the course of being received previous to the closing the 
Hospital against admissions on the 1st of January next.

Copy of a LETTER from Lieutenant General the Right honourable Sir John Byng 
to Lord Francis Leveson Gower. 

My Lord, Dublin, i8th December 1829. 

Your letter of the 26th ult. to the Governors of the Hibernian Society for the 
care of Soldiers’ Children, accompanied by an extract from the Report of the Select 
Committee on the Irish Miscellaneous Estimates, having been referred to the com- 
mittee of fifteen, I am directed by them to submit to his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, 
through your Lordship, the following considerations: 

That the applications for the admission of children, since the peace, have been 
much more numerous than they were during the war, owing to the number of 
regular troops quartered in Ireland, having been increased rather than diminished 
since the peace, as will be seen by the accompanying returns. In the late wars this 
country was garrisoned chiefly by militia and fencible corps, but since the establish- 
ment of peace the regular troops supply their place ; and as peace is a period 
during which the families of soldiers may be expected to increase, it does not 
appear to the Committee that the candidates for admission are likely to be 
diminished; on the contrary, there are now upwards of 50 who cannot be 
admitted for want of vacancies. 

That regiments embarking either in England or Ireland for colonial service 
cause numerous claims upon this establishment; indeed, the Society owes its 
origin to the compassionate feeling excited by the distress to. which mothers and 
their offspring were reduced when their husbands and fathers were suddenly 
ordered abroad ; and such cases accordingly have always received from the 
governors particular consideration. 

That the Hibernian School, although nominally national, is by no means exclu- 
sive; it is open to the children of English and Scotch, as well as Irish soldiers; 
and few embarkations take place in Ireland that do not furnish applications for the 
admission of children belonging to English or Scotch parents. 

That in time of peace the greater part of the regulai- forces on the home station 
are quartered in Ireland, and of these troops the Irish form a large proportion ; and 
further, that the far greater number of embarkations take place from this country ; 
and as in Ireland no system of poor rates exists by which the various cases of des- 
titution might be relieved, your Lordship may readily judge whether a reduction of 
the only means which have hitherto been aforded to meet the casual distresses of 
soldiers’ families, whilst the casualties themselves are likely *to increase, be 
desirable or expedient. nr • . 

If, however, after this statement, it shall appear to His Majesty s Government 
that some reduction should still take place, it will be the duty of the governors to 
give the subject their best consideration, how it can be effected without interfering 
with the good ends intended by the original founders of the institution, and with 
a fair regard to the distressing claims continually brought before them.

Copy of a LETTER from A. Worthington, Esq. Registrar to the Hibernian Marine 
School, to Lord Francis Leveson Gower. 

My Lord, South Frederick-street, 4th December 1829. 

I AM directed by the Governors of the Hibernian Marine School to state, in 
answer to your lordship’s letter of the 31st July last, that they, in obedience 
thereto, have had under their repeated consideration the means of effecting the 
ultimate reduction of the public expenditure, on account of the establishment 
entrusted to their management, as well as the diminution in the estimate for the 
year 1830; the result of which is, that, in their opinion, no reduction can take 
place save such as may arise from the discontinuance of further admissions into 
the establishment, for which they issued the necessary orders immediately after the 
receipt of your Lordship's said letter, and with a view to which the estimate for 
1830, already presented to your Lordship, was formed. 

The Governors, as trustees for the Irish Public, and of that meritorious and 
most useful branch of it connected with the maritime profession in particular, 
deem it to be but a necessary discharge of their duty to state your Lordship, that 
after a most anxious inquiry, they find themselves compelled to adopt sentiments 
strongly opposed to those, upon which alone it appears by their Report, the Select 
Committee on Irish Miscellaneous Estimates, founded their recommendation, that 
the Parliamentary grant to this Institution should be gradually reduced and ulti- 
mately discontinued. 

Tliey are unable to discover why the claim of the Hibernian Marine School on 
public support, should not be considered to rest upon the same, or upon equally 
satisfactory grounds, with those which have been admitted in the case of the 
Hibernian Military School. 

Referring to the Sixth Report of Education, from which alone it would appear 
that the Committee have sought for information, it appears that the origin of both 
these Institutions were alike, and that the object was, in the ORe case, to make an 
institution for Ireland, so far as education was concerned, similar to foat at Chel- 
sea, and in the other similar to tliat at Greenwich, to supply to the soldiers and 
sailors residentin Ireland, that which the schools in England could not give them j 
but that in this respect, the claim upon the part of the Irish seamen, stands upon 
rather stronger grounds than those of the Irish soldiers, inasmuch as he, under the 
Acts 10 Anne, and 2 Geo. 2, made in the Parliament of Great Britain, pays out 
of his wages sixpence per month for the • support of Green»vicli Hospital, which 
they are not aware that the soldier does, and for which it will appear by reference 
to the 7th and 8th Will. 3, c. 21, that the sailor was promised, amongst other 
1 76. C things, 
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4. things, under certain circumstances, education for his children, a promise which 

HiberniaQ could not be fulfilled by a school at Greenwich, and, in order to the fulfilment of 
Marme Scliool. which, as it appears to the Governors, the Institution over which they preside was 
' ill its present shape, formed. ’ 

The Governors, in placing this view of the subject before your Lordship, are 
not unaware that the Institution had its origin in a few individuals, merchants in 
Dublin, and for objects differing from those for which a charter was afterwards 
granted, but in its present form it has been created by Government, and main* 
tained by Parliament for public purposes, and in discharge of just claims, presses 
Itself so strongly upon the Governors, that they cannot but consider that the cir- 
cumstances of the case are still unknown to Parliament, and to his Grace the 
Lord Lieutenant, and they therefore have the honour to lay them now before 
you. 

It appears to the Governors that it would be a strong and an unnecessary ques- 
tion of the wisdom of Parliament, to suppose that it granted from time to time 
6,000/., for the purposes of forming a building calculated for the reception of 200 
boys, with the sole view “ of rescuing from idleness and vice the destitute boys, who 
frequented the quays of Dublin.” Such an expenditure for such a purpose might 
perhaps be open to question ; but when it is found that this expenditure was for an 
institution about to be established by royal charter “for maintaining, educating 
and apprenticing the orphans and children of decayed seamen in the royal navy and 
merchant service for ever.” The nationality of the grant is at once recogniaed, 
and the character of Parliament, both as to the grants for erecting their building 
and for those ever since made for its support, is rescued from the danger ot 
reproach. ° 

Availing themselves of the opportunity given by tne formation of the first 
society, It appears to the Governors that His Majesty and Parliament gladly altered 
and extended its purpose, so as to give to the Irish seaman all the benefit of tlie 
institution for which he was taxed, and which it was impossible he could othenvise 
enjoy. 

The Governors having thus, they trust, satisfactorily shown to your Lordship 
that the Hibernian Marine Society was created by charier, its bouse built by Par- 
liament, and that Parliament has continued to support the Institution it raised 
through sixty years and upwards, have, they also trust, given irrefragable proofs that 
the Naval School stands at least in point of claim upon public support, upon 
grounds as national as those which have obtained that support for the Military 

The mere fact of all the children educated, &c. at the Military School, being 
those of persons who had served His Majesty as soldiers, while those educated at 
the Marine School may not have been children of persons who had served his 
Majesty as seamen, cannot, in the opinion of the Governors, be held to be a dis- 
tinction between these two useful public establishments. 

The Marine School is not altered in principle since it was established by Parlia- 
ment, and m its origin and support Parliament saw, that while the children of the 
Military School must necessarily be those of His Majesty’s immediate servants, there 
being no other class of soldiers, those eligible for the Marine School could not be 
so taken, because there was no permanent naval establishment in Ireland, and that 
therefore it ought to be supplied from that source from whence alone the navy could 
be in times of need and danger manned. Nevertheless, preference has at all times 
been given to the children of seamen who had served His Majesty, and it is a fact 
that of the 143 boys now in the school, 82 are the sons of seamen whose last ser- 
vices were m the navy, and eight of seamen whose last services were in revenue 
cruizers ; _and even of the remainder the probability is that their fathers had also 
served His Majesty, though their last services at the time of their sons’ admission 
were in merchants ships. But the Governors apprehend that 3’our Lordship will 
consider the claims of these two schools to national support, as not merely a debt 
of national gratitude for services performed, or of requital for peculiar taxation, but 
also m a prospective view of the benefit to be derived from the country in general, 
and to His Majesty’s service in particular, by such a system of wholesome instruc- 
tion. And here your Lordship will observe, that while the soldier’s child may 
become a soldier, he may also blend with the mass of population, and become 
a tradesman or artisan ; while the sailor's child may become at once a naval ser- 
Majesty, and must become a member of that profession from which 
ftlone His navy can be effectually manned. In all other circumstances the Report 

of 
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of the Commissioners of Education show the two establishments to be precisely 4 * 

alike. They both hold under charter ; they have been both, from the time of their Hibeijncm 
foundation till now, supported by Parliament. And the Governors cannot there- ^ 1 

fore divest themselves of a confident hope that your Lordship will, upon further 
consideration, be of opinion that they are both entitled to the support of the 
nation.

only 2,148 poor women, and the Governors pledge themselves to use every prac- 
ticable means to reduce the number still further ; but tliey are very apprehensive 
that so sudden a reduction as that recommended, would be productive of most fatal 
consequences to many of the most distressed and helpless females in this city and 
its neighbourhood. 

The Governors, therefore, pray that his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant will 
take their case into consideration, and permit them to proceed in their plan of 
gradually restricting the admissions, so that it may be less severely felt by the 
necessitous poor, who, the Governors have every reason to believe, are at present 
as numerous as at any former period.

ments of the expenditure of the hospital, until the vote of Parliament next year 
may enable the Lord Lieutenant to order an issue of a further sum from His Majesty’s 
Treasury for the use of the hospital. 

And I am directed further to state for the information of his Grace, that on the 
4th January 1825, the balance against the public was 8.53 which compelled the 
managing committee to borrow from Messrs. Latouche, the treasurers, the sum of 
1,000/. to meet the expenses of that year, until the issue of the Parliamentary 
grant. On the 4th January 1826 there was again a balance of 414/. against the 
public ; and again, the managing committee was obliged to borrow from the trea- 
surers 1,000/. for the same purpose. On the 4th January 1827, there was a 
balance of 448/. in favour of the public, notwithstanding which the managing 
committee was obliged to borrow 700/.; these loans being absolutely necessary 
for the proper conducting of tlie hospital, the accounts of which are regularly 
paid every month, and the salaries regularly every quarter. 

On the 4th January 1 828, there being a balance in favour of the public of 1,000/. 
and 00 the 4th January 1829, a balance of 1,275/. These sums enabled the 
committee in each of these years, to carry on the business of the hospital until the 
issue of the Parliamentary grant, without being obliged, as in the three preceding 
years, to have recourse to loans from the treasurers ; on these loans when made, 
interest had to be allowed out of the private subscriptions and revenues of the 
hospital, the Commissioners of Public Accounts declining to allow a charge of 
interest out of the money granted by Parliament. 

The balances, whenever there have been any in favour of the public, have always 
been brought to the credit of the public, in the accounts furnished to tlie Commis- 
sioners of Public Accounts, although they have never formed an item in the Estimates 
furnished to the Lord Lieutenant; the reason for which will be apparent from 
the foregoing statement, the balances against the public never having been inserted 
in the Estimates as part of the expenditure to be provided for. 

The Estimate sent herewith' has been altered in compliance with the desire of 
his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, relative to the separation of the maintenance 
of patients and servants, although the committee beg leave to remark, that the pro- 
visions being furnished by contract, and the allowance of the diet of the servants, 
and the convalescent patients being on the same scale, and issued from the same 
store, this plan could not, without considerable disadvantage, be altered. 

Your Lordship will please to observe, that the item for the maintenance of 
patients is not calculated on the admissions of 1828 ; the number that year being 
unusually low, but on the average of the number of patients for the four preceding 
years.

Royal Dublin Society, September 1829. 

The Royal Dublin Society, in returning, pursuant to the order of the Right 
honourable Lord Francis Leveson Gower, dated 25th August 1829, an estimate of 
the expenses of their establishment for the ensuing year, beg leave to represent that 
their Society was incorporated by Royal charter as early as the reign of George 
the Second, for the improvement of Ireland generally ; that their establishment 
gradually attained its present importance through the continued favour and bounty 
of Parliament; and that the utility thereof may be appreciated from the circum- 
stance, of the example which was first set by the Royal Dublin Society having 
been followed, not only in Great Britain, but on the Continent, in the formation 
of numerous institutions on a plan somewhat similar, though in no instance so 
extended as theirs. That their valuable library may be at all times consulted ■ 
and that their schools for modelling, for sculpture, and for drawing ; their lectures 
on vanous sciences and the useful arts, on Chemistry, Botany, Mineralogy, Mining, 
Mechanics, Natural Philosophy, &c., as well as their extensive museums stored 
with objects illustrative of nature, of science and art, are thrown open to the public 
gratuitously,^ and are the only places where the same general and important 
information is obtainable, either in Dublin or Ireland. 

That the establishment is not merely resorted to by the youth of Ireland, but 
by the numerous students who, since Dublin has acquired celebrity for the excel- 
lence and the cheapness of its anatomical schools, annually arrive from Eii'daud, 
from Scotland, and from the British colonies and dependencies; by whose means 
more especially in the future capacity of army and navj' surgeons, the sciences and 
the general information obtained at the establishment of the Royal Dublin Society 
are diffused over the most distant parts of the vast possessions of Great Britain : 

and, 
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and, in many instances, new resources opened thereby to the nation, and new fields 
for commercial enterprise. 

That the apartments at present used for the general museum are inadequate to 
contain the specimens which are yearly added, whether by donation or purchase, 
and that a new gallery for the purpose is essentially necessary to the well being of 
the establishment. That this museum is, in fact, the great national museum of 
Ireland ; and, as such, the Society venture to hope it may be considered deserving 
of additional Parliamentary aid, in proportion with the British Museum, for the 
enlargement of which, such liberal allowances have latterly been made. That for 
this purpose, the Society have put down in their estimate the sum of 1,500 1, with 
which addition to the usual grant, the total amount would still fall considerably 
short of the annual grants which they received from the Irish Parliament, their 
original patrons ; as well as short of the grants, which for a series of years they 
regularly received from the Imperial Parliament, and upon the continuation of 
which, without abatement, the Society had confidently relied, when they entered 
upon their present premises and made arrangements for the enlargement and 
improvement of their establishment.

*1, library, the Society desires me to state, that the purchase of 

the books, and of the transactions of other societies, and of periodical works of 
science, has been for many years limited to publications suited to a scientific and 
literary society ; and tlie library committee has been again directed to adhere most 
strictly to the suggestions contained in the Report of the Committee of the House 
pt Commons on the Irish Estimates. 

With respect to the lectures delivered by tlie professors, the Society fears that 
any produce which they could anpcipate from annexing a price to admission, would 
be so small, as completely to exclude the prospect of any pecuniary advantatre 
worthy of consideration, being derived from that source. The class of persons^in 
the habit of attending these lectures consists, for the most part, of students and of 
young persons m a «-alk of life too humble to enable them to pay a sufficient sum 
to realize such an expectation. 

The object of the Society has always been to diffuse useful knowledge as cxten- 
sively as possible, and the interest excited by these lectures is best evinced by the 
number who attend them ; a uuinbcr, in the last year, little short of 3,000 persons, 
lint the Society is perfectly ready to make the experiment of fixing a price to 
admissnm to lectures, in the departments pointed out in the Report of the Committee 
of the House of Commons. 

The Society directs me further to state, that the delivery of lectures is but a part 
A- j • f performed by the professors, who are ready at all reasonable times to 
afford information to the public, more particularly to manufacturers, in ail matters 
relative to their several occupations; and that information of this nature has been 
communicated to a very great extent. 

With respect to the admission of members, I am directed to state, that the 
Society IS enjoined by the express terms of its charter, to proceed by election : and 
the Society la humbly of opinion, that this mode of admission has 'never operated 
to the injury of the publm. In the course of near 30 years there have not been 
above foor instances of the rejection of a candidate, while the number elected since 
me year leoo has been 739.

The Royal Dublin Society, desirous of taking this opportunity to lay before your 
Lordship the general objects of the Institution, and the advantages derived to the 
public from its establishment, has directed me to state, that the Society maintains 
five professors ; namely, of Chemistry, of Mineralogy, Mining, Natural Philosophy, 
and Botany, to give lectures on these subjects, of most extensive practical utility, 
and has supplied them with apparatus, not only adapted for the illustration of the 
principle of the arts and sciences, but also for the exhibition of experiments, on 
a scale not attainable by private means. 

A very commodious theatre has been erected, in which the professors deliver 
their lectures ; this is capable of containing near 500 persons, and it is generally 
well filled, which the Society considers a gratifying proof of the estimation in which 
these lectures are held by the public. 

The schools for instruction in the ornamental arts, form also a branch of the 
establishment, of great practical utility, comprehending figure drawing, landscape 
and ornament ; architecture and sculpture ; and a ready admission is given to all 
young persons, properly recommended, who evince any talent for these arts. 
There are always more than 200 pupils in the schools, it is therefore evident that 
such a course of instruction must exercise a very extensive influence on the trades 
and manufactures of the country, and that great service is thereby rendered to the 
architect, the sculptor, the engraver, the glasscutter, the porcelain manufacturer, 
the calico-printer, the cabinet-maker, the su*-veyor, and the engineer. The schools 
are amply supplied with models, the expense of which could not be defrayed 
without public aid. 

The Society feels a pride in adding, that some of the most distinguished masters 
of the arts of painting and of sculpture were educated in this Institution, and cul- 
tivated under the auspices of this Society, those talents which have raised them to 
a high reputation in other countries. 

With respect to the museum of the Society, it is in strictness the national museum 
of Ireland, and is an appendage to its establishment particularly valuable in 
a country poor in such public repositories ; it contains collections in the several 
departments of national history, and an interesting assemblage of antiquities and 
works of art, and in particular it contains a large collection, every day increasing, 
of the raineralogical productions of Ireland ; atjd this branch of natural history is, 
in fact, indebted to the Society for its introduction into this part of the United 
Kingdom. 

The museum excites an important interest in the public, as evinced by the 
number of its visitors, amounting during the present year to upwards of 30,000 
persons ; but it must from the extensive nature of such establishments depend (like 
the British Museum and the museum at Paris) to a considerable degree on national 
support as well as on private contributions. 

It is hoped that it has some claim to share in the bounty of Parliament, so 
amply extended to the British Museum, in a city and in a country where wealth and 
the sources of information are so far more abundant.

The protection afforded to the Society by the Irish legislature was uniform. 
One of the last Acts of the Irish Parliament had for its object the maintenance of 
this Institution ; so large a sum as 15,000 1. was appropriate in the year 1800, for 
the purposes of its establishment ; the Parliament thus evincing, in the last hour of 
its existence, its sense of the value of the Royal Dublin Society, and committing 
at the moment of its dissolution, its favourite institution to the protection of that 
body, to which it was about to transfer the superintendence of the general interests 
of Ireland.

My Lord, Institution Building, nth Dec. 1829. 

In obedience to the Lord Lieutenant’s commands, signified to me in your 
Lordships letter of the 25th November, I have the honour to forward herewith, 
in duplicate, the estimate of the expenditure of the Belfast Academical Institution- 
together with the petition of the managers and visitors to the House of Commons 
for a renewal cf the annual grant ; which I am directed to request your Lordship 
will have the goodness to present and recommend to the favourable consideration 
of Parliament. 

The very inadequate accommodation originally afforded in the building, and the 
great increase which has been progressively going on in the number of students, 
make it absolutely necessary to construct additional lecture-rooms, as well as 
rooms for the library and museum of natural history. 

In truth, without these it is impossible that the collegiate department of the 
institution can continue to be carried on. 

The managers and visitors have determined, under these circumstances, to solicit 
the aid of Parliament for this purpose ; and I am directed most earnestly to 
instruct your Lordship, as the minister for Ireland, to support this part of their 
petition. 

The Fourth Report of the Committee of Education Inquiry, fully shows the 
inadequacy of the Institution buildings, and the increased number of students 
since the period of that Report has rendered it now much greater. 

In proof of the original deficiency, the managers and visitors feel that they 
may appeal with confidence to Mr. Franklaiid Lewis and Mr. Leslie Foster, both 
members of the House of Commons. 

The small and temporary addition to the national expenditure which would thus 
be incurred, should the Ministry accede to our petition, would, we trust, be amply 
justified by its object. 

We are doubtful whether the mode of proceeding we have adopted, in embody- 
ing this request in our petition, be the proper one or not, but your Lordship’s 
urbanity and condescension, which we have so amply experienced, lead us to hope 
that we at least do not err in thus laying it before you, and humbly but earnestly 
soliciting your sanction to it. 

We are disposed to think, that a memorial to the Lord Lieutenant on the 
subject would be proper, but are unwilling to intrude on his Grace without first 
having your Lordship’s approbation.

We have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of "he 31st ul( 
referring to that portion of the Select Committee’s Report on the Irish Miscella- 
neous Estimates which states “ the Committee are not able to ascertain what check 
or control is exercised with respect to the expense for walks, fences, pleasure- 
grounds and gardens, the amount for which (in the current year’s estimate of this 
departmeinj is 3,376 and recommend this head of expenditure to the attention 
of Government,'’ and signifying the Lord Lieutenant’s desire that we should 
furnish, for his Grace’s information, a report upon the particulars above men- 
tioned. 

We beg leave, in reply, to state to your Lordship, that the control which exists 
over these and such like expenses consists of, 

1 St. In order to provide against unnecessary expenses, estimates of the annual 
expenditure that will probably be required, are made out in detail before the close 
of each year, by the proper officers of this department, who have instructions to 
curtail the expenses as much as possible, and the estimates when prepared by them 
are submitted to the inspection of the individuals, for whose residences, or for whose 
accommodation or convenience such expenses are deemed necessary, before they 
are included in the general estimates of this department, annually laid before 
rarliament. ■' 

2dly. That no expenses, except such as have been thus provided for in the 
general estimate, are afterwards incurred, unless the necessity of them be obvious 
and unavoidable; and even then, if the amount be of any consideration, the Lord 
Lieutenant s sanction is first obtained. But when any expenditure that has been 
provided for in tlie annual estimate is demanded, a requisition to that effect is 

made 
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made by the person for whose residence it is required, who has also to certify by 13. 

his signature the detailed estimate of the expense made by our officer ; and if tlie ^ Board Werk^ 
Board then perceive no objection thereto, the service is ordered. The expenses are 
incurred under the superintendence and control of our officers; and the trades- 
mens’ bills for same, after having been by them examined and checked, are sub- 
mitted to and certified by the persons for whose residences such expenses were 
incurred. 

This system of check or control is adopted by the Board pursuant to general 
instructions of Government, and we humbly conceive, that where a due vigilance 
is exercised by the persons for whose residences expenses are required, no unne- 
cessary expenditure can occur ; so far as regards this Board, we beg to assure your 
Lordship we use our best endeavours to prevent such, and to enforce a like con- 
duct in all our officers. In instances where we do not feel ourselves justified in 
complying with requisitions made to us, we refrain from incurring the expense 
thereby required, unless the same be specially authorized by Goi^rnment. 

We beg leave further to add, that the sum of 3,376 1., remarked on by the Select 
Committee, is for the following services : 

1st. For making and repairing of roads, walks and fences, draining lowlands, 
and forming of plantations, &c. in that part of the Phoenix Park which is open for 
the recreation and convenience of the public, the expense of which is estimated 
ati,56t)f. 

2dly. For upholding and improving the demesnes, gardens and pleasure-grounds 
in the park, which are allotted for the accommodation of the Lord Lieutenant and 
his Excellency’s secretaries, and for providing seeds, plants, trees, shrubs, manure 
and garden and farming utensils for same, 1,768 1. ; and for keeping in order the 
garden attached to the Lord Lieutenant’s residence in Dublin Castle, 42 1. 

These estimates (except that for the castle garden, the amount of which is an 
established annual allowance for keeping it in repair) were made out by Mr. Slow, 
the overseer of roads, improvements, &c. an officer whom we have always found 
both efficient and trustworthy, and under whose direction all such works are 
executed, and articles provided, and were by him afterwards submitted to the in- 
spection of the proper individuals ; the estimate for the park generally, having been 
laid before William Gregory, Esq., as keeper of the Pheenix Park. 

With respect to the sum which has been provided for the first-mentioned service, 
the upholding, &c. of the park, we beg leave to remark, that it is required by the 
unavoidable works which are always necessarj' in so extensive a piece of land, where 
improvements are progressively carried on in planting, draining, &c. and for keep- 
ing in repair the roads, which are upwards of thirteen miles in extent, and which 
being travelled by coaches and vehicles of every description, and used generally as 
public roads, require a large expenditure to keep them in proper condition.

My Lord, King’s Printing Office, August 8th, 1829. 

With reference to a communication of the 31st ultimo, which we have had 
the honour to receive from your Lordship, signifying his Excellency’s intention of 
enforcing the recommendation of the Committee with respect to the promulgation 
of the Statutes in Ireland, we feel it our duty to lay before your Lordship our view 
of the practical difficulties which encounter tiie plan or distribution recommended 
in the Report, but at the same time to suggest a method by which retrenchment can 
be attained, and yet a wider and better promulgation of the Statutes effected. 

The diffei'ence between the folio and the quarto compressed editions of the 
Statutes, will be best explained to your Lordship by the copies of the “ Catholic 
Relief Bill,” which we have the honour to enclose. In the folio, this Act, or 
Chapter, like all others, is printed separately and independently of any other ; in 
the quarto it is incorporated with the chapters next preceding and subsequent. 
The mode of printing the folio independently admits of any Act at pleasure being 
printed out of course. The Statutes, therefore, of the greatest public importance, 
and of an urgent nature, such as the one enclosed, can have priority of publication, 
and be instantaneously despatched to persons high in authority, and concerned in 
the administering of the laws. This object cannot be attained in the quarto edition, 
because in the quarto, which is closely compressed, the chapters are not printed 
separately and independently; each chapter and page pursues each other without 
any interval which would admit of an Act being published out of its place ; the 
chapters must be printed in regular succession. Every urgent and important 
Statute, therefore, must await the publication of all the preceding and intervening 
chapters ; and perhaps the expedition with which the late Catholic Relief and 
Elective Franchise Acts were necessarily circulated, will best explain these obser- 
vations. Besides, your Lordship, by looking at the quarto sheet now enclosed, 
will perceive the former Act embedded in two others, and so involved with the 
neighbouring chapters, that unless it were printed independently, as in the folio, it 
must have been circulated through the various counties to which it was despatched, 
not only in an incomplete form, but actually without an imprint to clothe it with 
legal authority. It was to remedy this inconvenience that a few number of 
volumes have been hitherto printed in the size called folio, and distributed among 
those persons only to whom it was requisite the Statutes should be instantly made 
known, — the Lord Chancellor, judges, assistant-barristers, and bishops, &c. 

These reasons may perhaps be sufficient to induce his Excellency to depart, to 
some extent at least, from the recommendation of the Committee touching the 
folio Statutes; but still we feel it our duty to point out another mode of reaching 
the same end. The Acts could be printed in the independent form, in the quarto 
edition, and each have an imprint This would be the less expensive plan of the 
two, and the difference would be just this, that the Acts would be distributed in 
a larger and cheaper size, called quarto, instead of the present form in folio ; and 
as the expense of the folio would be completely saved, it would perhaps be advis- 
able still to supply the Statutes in quarto to the bishops, assistant-barristers, &c. 
to whom the folio edition has been hitherto despatched. 

With respect to the distribution for the magistrates, coming so much within our 
own knowledge, we venture to assure his Excellency that the anxious and increasing 
competition among the magistracy to procure the Acts of Parliament, would alone 
induce us to suggest the expediency of modifying this part of the recommendation 
of the Committee, in preference to' precisely adopting it. But besides this reason, 
we beg to say, that although it appears to us that in some counties the full number 
of the Statutes hitherto supplied is not more than adequate, still from other counties 
some might properly be withdrawn and appropriated to the petty sessions. We 
think 300 could be thus spared ; and as the number of the sessions does not exceed 
525, about 225 additional copies would be requisite, and these, since they would be 
an addition to the 1,500 copies hitherto printed, for which the type is supposed to 
be set up ; and, as any additional profit is not our aim, and the number is not large, 
these we will print for Government at half-price, being desirous to give the best 
assistance in our power towards an ample and expeditious promulgation of the 
public general Statutes of the United Parliament.

Copy of a LETTER from the Right honorable Lord Francis Leveson Gower, 
to the Commissioners of Inland Navigation in Ireland. 

Gentlemen, Dublin CasUe, 3. st July 1829. 

I HAVE to call your particular attention to the following passages of the Select 

Committee on the Irish Miscellaneous Estimates : “ It appears to the Committee, 
that the continuance of this vote requires for its justification, more satisfactory 
explanation than is to be found in the estimates and accounts ; and that such 
explanatory reports be therefore prepared and laid before Parliament in the next 
session, should the continuance of the establishment be recommended.” “ During 
the pre.sent session, a Bill has been carried, which places the Newry canal under 
the control of private commissioners ; this change will, in fact, leave an annual 
expenditure of less than 2,ooo 1., under the control of officers, and an establishment, 
maintained at an annual charge of 4,856 1. This alteration renders the permanent 
continuance of this Board still more questionable.” And I am to request, that 
you will report for the Lord Lieutenant’s information, such observations thereon as 
you may deem advisable.

Copy of a LETTER from the Directors General of Inland Navigation, to 
his Grace the Lord Lieutenant. 

Navigation Office, 

May it ple.ase your Grace, 31st August 1829. 

We have had the honour to receive a letter from Lord F. L. Gower, dated the 
3 1 St ultimo, calling our attention to a passage in the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, on the Irish Miscellaneous Estimates, relative to 
this Department, and desiring our observations thereon, for your Grace’s infor- 
mation. 

In obedience to your Grace’s commands, we shall, as briefly as the nature of the 
subject will admit, proceed to offer our observations on the Report, and it affords 
us satisfaction to have an opportunity of correcting what, with deference to the 
Committee, appears to be erroneous in their statement, as to the expenditure 
under the direction of this department, and of submitting our reasons why they 
appear to have taken too confined a view of its duties and services to the public. 

Under the head of Boaid of Inland Navigalion,” the Committee report as 
follows: “It appears from the Seventeenth Report of the Commissioners for 
Auditing Public Accounts, for the year ending January 1828, that 4,856/. wts Error in Statement 
expended in the salaries and establishment of the Board of inland Navigation for of Account.

Inland Navigation, expenditure of the board for the year 1827 ; were this the fact, and were the 
^ duties of the Directors General confined simply to the disbursement of the above- 

mentioned sum, the inference which the Report is calculated to suggest, and which 
it intended to convey, respecting the cost of the establishment, would be fully 
justified. 

But it will appear to your Grace, from the following statement, that neither the 
duties of the department, nor the expenditure under its control, are so circum- 
scribed. 

In the Schedule of Income and Expenditure, quoted by the Committee, the 
revenue derived from the Newry Canal is omitted on the income side of the 
account, and the expenditure of 1,813/. 1 5. 3 ^ of same navigation is left 
out on the other side ; besides two other disbursements, which, though small in 
amount, are very important to the public interest, one for the Maghery Canal, a cut 
connecting Lou^ Neagh with the river Blackwater, and another under the head of 
“ River Maig Navigation,” a short canal with a turning bridge, which is the key 
to about twelve miles of navigation, extending from the Broadwater of the Shannon 
to the neighbourhood of the town of Adare. These disbursements are allowed by 
the Commissioners of Accounts, in their Seventeenth Report, referred to bv the 
Committee, and added to the amount in the schedule, make our expenditure for 
Inland Navigation for the year, 3,509/. 7 s. $d. We have also to remark to your 
Grace, that no notice has been taken in the Report of the Committee, of our dis- 
bursements as Commissioners of Roads and Bridges, which also appear in the Seven- 
teenth Reportof the Commissionersof Accounts. These, within the year referred to 
were 1,782/. 65. ii^rf. making, in all, an expenditure of 5,291 /. 14s. 2 | </. 

The Committee have adopted the accounts for the year 1827, as the foundation 
of their Report. A return of the Expenditure of this Department, for the year 
ending 5th January 1829, was transmitted to the order of the Committee on the 
6th May last, and is printed in the Appendix, page 289 ; this return shows that our 
disbunsements in the year 1828, exclusive of our establishment, amounted to nearly 
8,000 1. 

For the better illustration of the foregoing, we submit the following brief abstract 
taken from a return of the Directors General, forming part of the Appendix to 
Report of Select Committee :

We have to add, that the last-mentioned head of expenditure on roads and 
bridges must materially increase, as the Government engineers shall, from time to 
time, bring their roads to completion. 

The Report goes on to state, that “ during the present session, a Bill has passed, 
which places tlie Newry Canal under the control of private commissioners, which 
change will leave au annual expenditure of less than 2,000/. under the control of 
officers, and an establishment, maintained at an annual charge of 4,856 /.” 

Upon this we have to observe, that a Bill was carried in the last session for trans- 
ferring the Newry Canal to another body, but only in the event of certain conditions, 
mentioned in the Act, being complied with, which as yet have not, and possibly 
never may be fulfilled ; but even should the transfer take place, it can occasion but 
a difference of about 2,000/. a year in the income and expenditure of the depart- 
ment, and, therefore, from what we have shown, cannot produce the efl’ect alleged 
by the Committee. 

The principle that the weight of business must be proportionate to the amount of 
the disbursement, is one which we do not think applicable in the instance of this 
DUbuisement no department. Transactions, involving heavy payments, frequently produce less 
of B^new trouble than those on a smaller scale, in which numerous and various items are to 

** *■ l>e investigated ; and where the control of the expenditure in detail, as well as the 

Other Duties. checks of the sundry disbursements on vouchers are to be regulated, your 

Grace also will perceive, from what follows, that the amount of expenditure is not 
a just and adequate measure of the business or duties of this department. 

On 
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On the completion, by this Board, of the Royal Canal to the River Shannon, at 
an expenditure of nearly 200,000 it seemed desirable to the Legislature and the 
Government, on forming a new company, that a control should be established for 
the protection of the public interests therein, as well as the corporate interest of the 
company, and to prevent the recurrence of the irregularities and mismanagement 
which had proved ruinous to the former company, and which are fully detailed 
and explained in the Investigations and Reports of this Board printed in the Par- 
liamentary Papers of 1811. Accordingly, the Directors General were appointed 
a board of control over the affairs of that company ; the business of which comes 
frequently before us, and occasionally occupies large portions of our time, and we 
have the satisfaction to know that the exercise of that control is attended with the 
best effects, as relates to the public confidence in the concern. 

A further branch of our duty consists in the investigation of matters connected 
with the sphere of our department, which are submitted to us, by the orders of 
Goveinment, as a board of reference ; and our communications with them relative 
thereto, in whicli capacity cases of various degrees of importance, are frequently 
referred for our consideration.

Another branch of our duty is that already referred to, of Commissioners of Commiasionerg of 
public Roads; of the nature and extent of that duty, and of our system of main- Roads, 

tenance, we feel it unnecessary, here, to go into a detail ; these matters being fully 
stated in our annual Reports to Parliament. Our management extends, at present, 
over more than 300 miles. 

The Committee have re-printed the Reports of two of the government engineers 
on the roads in the southern and western districts, and their efects on the improve- 
ment of the country. By reference to the Reports of this Board, it will be found 
that similar advantages have resulted from the construction aud maintenance of the 
roads in the central district ; these roads never being allowed to get out of repair, 
afford permanent employment for the labouring poor, and the system of money- 
payments, punctually made at short intervals, has also contributed to produce the 
satisfactory results which we had calculated upon in our early arrangements. We 
have been induced to make these observations, as it appears from the report of 
part of the examination contained in the Appendix, that it had entered into the 
contemplation of the Committee to extend the system of management adopted by 
this Board, to the mail-coach roads in Ireland. 

Oil the subject of existing public navigations, we beg to call your Grace’s atten- 
tion to the following observations, which further support our statement that the 
amount of expenditure, by this department, is not the Just measure of its utility, or 
of the benefits resulting from it to the public. 

One of the principal inducements held out for the improvement of Ireland, by 
facilitating the transport of commodities, and the intercourse of the country 
through the means of inland navigation, and opening new lines of road, has always 
been the extension of tillage ; involving the corn supply of Great Britain, and ren- 
dering that country less dependent upon, if not ultimately wholly independent of 
foreign countries for that supply; the regularity and comparative certainty with 
which the communication between this country and the ports of Great Britain is 
maintained by means of steam vessels, is operating in a very satisfactory manner in General Remarks 
furthering this object. Last season, several buyers from Liverpool and Glasgow ‘I" l^ublic Naviga- 
attended at Richmond harbour, where the Royal Canal joins the Shannon, and con- 
siderable quantities of corn were brought by those navigations for export. From 
the reports of our officers, it appears that the agricultural spirit is rapidly extending 
in the neighbourhood of the Shannon, and that, in consequence, lands have, in the 
last two years, been applied to tillage, which had not been broken up within the 
memory of man. The Shannon Navigation, extending from Lough Allen to Limerick, 
a distance of nearly 140 miles, is annually rising in importance ; steam has been ap- 
plied to facilitate the communication between Limerick, Dublin and Liverpool, and 
has extended to the lower parts of the county of Clare, the advantages which a choice 
of markets affords to the farmers and graziers, and we have no doubt but the same 
principle will soon be applied to the navigation of the Upper Shannon. In such a 
state of things, we cannot impress too strongly on your Grace, our conviction of the 
national policy of upholding the public navigations. The profits arising from their 
tolls are not sufficient, at present, to defray their charge, which renders it impossi- 
ble for individuals, or private companies, to embark in their management; they 
must, therefore, if not supported by Government, be abandoned, and the great

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15. advantages they promise to afford, he lost to the country. Their trade has increased 

Inland NaTigation. considerably, and still continues to do so, from the causes we have stated. 

' ' In the preparation of our estimates, we have been guided by repeated directions 

to keep their amount as low as possible ; and, in some instances, they have suflered 
curtailment, and the sums voted have fallen short of what we had calculated upon. 
Hence it will appear that the comparatively small disbursement, which was observed 
upon by the Committee, has resulted from the rigid system of economy by which 
we have been precluded from undertaking any works but repairs of indispensable 
and immediate necessity. 

We have thought it right to allude to this subject, with reference to future esti- 
mates, as from the change which has been effected by the introduction of steam, 
and the active exertions which are now making for the promotion of trade, various 
works of improvement will soon be called for and required to meet the modem 
system, and to assist in developing the incipient resources of poor and remote parts 
of the country ; such as the formation of harbours, the opening communications 
with lakes and navigable rivers, by short canals, and other works of a similar nature, 
which, though in themselves comparatively small, would be productive of extensive 
advantages, and which, as it is unlikely that private coutributions could be obtained 
for them, are well desei-ving the attention and support of the Legislature.

Copy of a LETfER from the Right honourable Lord Francis Leveson Gower to 
the Divisional Justices of Police in Dublin. 

Gentlemen, Dublin Castle, 31st July 1829. 

I A SI directed by the Lord Lieutenant to request your attention to the Report of 
Police of Dublin, the Select Committee on Irish Miscellaneous Estimates (a copy of which is here- 
with enclosed). 

I have to request that you will take into your consideration the first recommenda- 
tion of the Committee, “ That, in future, the expense of the Dublin Police should 
be divided equally between the public and the district within the police authority, 
the whole of the latter district being assessed in aid of this establishment.” 

It appears to his Excellency, as at present advised, desirable that measures 
should be adopted for carrying into effect the above recommendation ; and I have 
to request your opinion as to the mode by which the suggested assessment of the 
district can be carried into effect and regulated, and the protection afforded by the 
police under your control be supplied to an extent commensurate with the assess- 
ment so to be imposed. I am directed further to request you will furnish for bis 
Excellency’s information, a return, explaining whether any and what offices are 
held by the present corporate police magistrates of Dublin, unconnected with their 
duties in that office ; together with any observations which you may desire to sub- 
mit to his Excellency, with reference to the subject, to which you will perceive his 
Excellency’s attention has been called by the Report of the Committee.

Copy of a LETTER from the Divisional Justices of the Dublin Police to Lord 
Francis Leveson Gower. 

My Lord, Head Office of Police; 27th October 1829. 

We had the honour to receive your letter of theS'stof July, calling our atten- 
tion, by direction of the Lord Lieutenant, to the Report of the Select Committee 
of the House of Commons on Irish Miscellaneous Estimates, requesting our opinion 
upon the first recommendation of the Committee, and that we should submit any 

observations 
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observations which it might ba desirable to bring under his Grace’s notice, 
reference to the subject to which his Grace’s attention has been called by the Police of Dublin. 
Report of the Committee. -y 

Before proceeding to state our opinion with regard to the recommendation re- 
ferred to, namely, “ That, in future, the expense of the Dublin Police should be 
divided equally between the public and the district within the police authority, the 
whole of the latter district being assessed in aid of the establishment,” in order to 
bring the subject clearly under consideration, we must advert to the expense here- 
tofore gratuitously incurred, in affording a share of protection to the district, which 
it has been suggested should be now assessed, and the probable increase which would 
take place from a more efficient force, in point of number, being employed on that 
duty. Hitherto seventy men have been stationed as “ country patrol,” at various 
points, not exceeding a distance of four miles from the Circular-road, the expense of 
which patrol, including pay and clothing, house-rent, coals and candles, &c. has 
been alwut 2,650 /. In order to afford protection commensurate with the assess- 
ment to be imposed, it will be necessary to add fifty men to the above number, 
which will increase the annual expense of the country patrol to about 4,600 /. 

The surplus required from the public, beyond what is raised on the district, ap- 
pears now to be settled at about 5,000 I half of which added to the expense of the 
fifty men proposed to be employed in addition to the present country patrol, would 
leave a deficiency of 4,500 /. to be raised annually, in order to meet the recom- 
mendation of tlie Committee, “ That, in future, the expense of the Dublin Police 
should be divided equally between the public and the district within the police 
authority,” 

Having thus calculated the sum which it would be necessary to raise by assess- 
ment, we shall proceed to submit our observations upon the recommendation of 
the Committee before quoted ; and in doing so, we beg to observe, that the prin- 
ciple of the assessment which has been recommended, has long been one which 
we have considered just, with reference to that part of the district over which the 
j)arties of the country patrol have been stationed ; and, considering that an assess- 
ment upon the houses situated within a circuit of four miles from the Circular- 
road. according to a rate to be hereafter settled, would be at once the fairest 
mode of raising the sum required, and the most easily collected, as being analogous 
to the ivatch tax, we directed an intelligent officer of our own to furnish us with 
a return of such houses, distinguishing them according to his estimate of their 
relative value, taking the lowest included in the return at 5/. and the highest at 
60 1 . ; and this return being now complete, we beg to submit an abstract of it, and 
an estimate of the probable produce of the assessment upon them :

With reference to that part of your Ldrdship’s letter, in which we are called 
upon to furnish a return, explaining whether any and what offices are held by the 
present corporate police magistrates, unconnected with their duties in that office, 
we beg to state, that there ace no corporate police magistrates at present holding 
any such offices ; nor, in the usual corporate arrangements, is it at all possible that 
any of those now in the establishment can be called upon to exercise the duties of 
any of the offices connected with the city.

Police of Dublin, fjes of three of the officers of the establishment,- we think it but fair to state, with 

— ‘ respect to the present surgeon, that he has been no less than forty-four years in the 

police department, that he built a surgery at his own expense, where attendance 
is given every morning at eight o’clock ; and that on the reduction of the governors 
of the House of Industry (of whom he was one), he represented to us, that while 
other governors who held a second situation, obtained retired allowances of from 
200 1 . to 150 /. per annum, none had been allotted to him, on the express ground of 
his holding the situation of police surgeon. With reference to the expediency of a 
reduction of salary on the event of his demise, which, from his very advanced age, 
cannot be looked to as far distant, not feeling ourselves to be adequate judges of 
the amount of salary for which the constant services of a competent surgeon may 
be procured, we shall merely state, that the duties of the office consist of attending 
each morning as before mentioned, to prescribe for or dress such of the sick and 
hurt as are able to wait upon him ; also to receive reports from the several guard- 
houses in the city, and police-stations in the country, and thereupon to visit and pro- 
cti^rfc^mtshies - 4 medicines, when requisite, to 800 individuals, residing in all parts of the city, 
duio - - 100 orwithin a circuit of five miles from the Circular-road. When it is considered that 
Prirn*nSi*^° ’ lightly duties of the watch and patrol expose their constitutions to severe trials, 

Watch Constables 26 in addition to the various casualties to which men employed in the preservation of 
Watehmeo - -^5^ pcacB of an cxtcnsive and populous district are subject, it is obvious that a 
800 considerable devotion of time and attention must be required to bestow the neces- 
sary assistance, and exercise such a degree of vigilance as to prevent any evasion of 
duty under pretence of illness. 

In addition to these duties we beg to suggest, that upon the occasion of any 
future appointment, the police surgeon should be bound to attend gratuitously 
whenever required by a police magistrate, in any case of death becoming the sub- 
ject of criminal investigation. 

The salary of the receiver is fixed by Act of Parliament at 500/. late currency ; 
and whether as it regards the responsibility attached to the situation, in which he 
has to account for the receipt and disbursement of about 50,000 /. annually, or the 
security which is required from him, we hold it but a fair remuneration, especially 
as he has to pay a clerk to assist him in executing the details of his duty. 

With regard to the salary charged for our secretary, we have had occasion more 
than once to observe upon it as a very inadequate remuneration for that very 
meritorious officer. Even if our duties were limited to those strictly termed magis- 
terial, and to be discharged merely in the police office as such, we should be far 
from recommending a reduction in the salary of a person holding so confidential 
a situation ; and when it is further considered, that we have the control over an 
establishment of 800 men ; that under us, is managed the assessment and collec- 
tion of all the revenues of the establishment ; the licensing and regulating of nearly 
4,000 public carriages, plying for hire within the district of the metropolis; the 
issuing of certificates necessary to enable the retailers of spirits (upwards of 1,700) 
to obtain their licenses from the revenue ; and that, in addition to these and many 
other extra magisterial duties, the correspondence incidental to an office as the 
head of such a department, is by no means confined to communications with the 
Government and the divisional offices within the district of the metropolis, but ex- 
tends to the whole of the United Kingdom; we trust we shall be justified in 
repeating our recommendation, that the salary of that individual, who has filled 
tlie office of secretary for upwards of twenty years, and, placed as he is imme- 
diately under our eye, has discharged his various and arduous duties entirely to our 
satisfaction, should be increased.

I HAVE had the honor to receive your Lordship’s letter of the 1 6th inst. relative to 
the expenses of the Dublin Police Establishment, to w hich (with the assistance of 
my brother magistrates) I have given the most serious consideration. Without in the 
slightest manner calling in question either the wisdom or the justice of the Report 
of the Select Committee of the House of Commons, that the expenses of the Dublin 
Police, should be divided equally between the public and the district within llie 
police authority, I cannot avoid laying before your Lordship such information as has 
come to my knowledge, to show that the, proposition of assessing that part of the 
police district within four miles of the Circular-road in a sum equal to 5,1 77 I - 15 
per annum, is not in accordance with the spirit or letter of the Report of the Com- 
mittee, and if carried into effect, would not be equitable or just towards the district 
so assessed. In order to lay the subject clearly before your Lordship, it is necessary 
to state the receipts and expenditure of the establishment for the year ending the 
5th January 1828, being the last printed ; viz. '

Thus it appears, tliat the whole sum to be provided for by the entire Police 
district amounts to no more than 1,986/. 2s. 8</., in order to comply with the 
suggestions of the Select Committee of the House of Commons, a sum which it 
may be unnecessary to raise by direct taxation, but by a more effectual collection 
of the revenues, and by persevering in that system of economy which has already 
reduced the expenses of that establishment so much under what it appeared to the 
Committee, by the printed accounts laid before them. 

The protection usually afforded to the Police district, within four miles of the 
Circular-road, does not appear to be more than it is entitled to, or than was con- 
templated at the passing of the Act ; neither can it be called gratuitous, for the 
revenues of the establishment, save the watch tax, are borne in their relative pro- 
portions by the entire district. It is also necessary to bear in mind, so as to arrive 
at an equitable conclusion in the matter, that the far greater part of this district 
is already assisted by the county grand jury, for the support of the county con- 
stabulary, from which they derive no protection ; neither, my Lord, can I state that 
I have received such information as would warrant me to say that an augmentation 
of the Police was necessary, but rather that a perseverance in that zealous and 
efficient discharge of the duty for which they have been so often and so justly 
praised, would render such augmentation unnecessary ; but should his Grace con- 
sider that a further force was requisite, I would beg leave to suggest, that it would 
be more equitable to comply with the recommendation of the Committee, and levy 
the deficit of 1,986/. 2s. 8d, and one-half of the additional Police off the entire 
district, according to such scale as might appear just and reasonable, than charge 
a portion of tiiat district, which already pays its proportion of the revenues ; and if 
assessed with the entire additional sum of 5A7"/- annum, would pav 

nearly one-half of the entire expenses of the horse and foot patrol, office, constables’, 
horses, forage, clothing, accounts, rewards, &c., although its relative proportion to 
the entire district is not more than one-fifth. 1 also take the liberty to suggest, that 
there are two items in the charge against the Dublin Police Establishment, which 
would appear more properly to belong to another department ; namely, the 
Recorder’s salary of 1,476 /. 7 s. 5 i d., which it would seem reasonable should be 
charged upon the same fund as that of the Judges ; and the Hue and Cry, 
461 /. loj. gid., which is national, and not local ; the moiety of these sums, if taken 
from the balance, would reduce it to 967/. 175. ^^d.

My Lord, Head Office of Police, 14th December 1829. 

We had the honour to receive your Lordship’s letter of the 5th instant, inclosing 
a letter from the Lord Mayor, relative to the recommendation of the Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, “ that the expenses of the Dublin Police should 
be divided equally between the public and the district within the police authority 
and respecting the proposition of assessing that part of the police district, within 
four miles of the Circular-road, in a sum equal to 5177/. and requesting our 

observations thereupon, for the information of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant. 

Upon attentively considering the Lord Mayor's letter, so referred to us by your 
Lordship, with every disposition to give ail due weight to opinions conveyed through 
so respectable a quarter, we feel compelled to say, that we perceive in it more of 
reluctance to incur any increase of taxation, (such as we might have anticipated 
from those who were to be the subjects of it,) than of well founded objections to the 
plan proposed by us, with a view to meet the recommendation of the Committee. 
To meet, in the first instance, what appears to us as the most, or rather, the only 
important objection therein raised, to the proposition of assessing that part of the 
police district, within four miles of the Circular-road, in a sum of about 5,000 1 . 
namely, “ that it is not in accordance with the letter or spirit of the Report of the 
Committee.” We have to admit that in limiting the proposed assessments to a part 
of the district, the suggestion does not accord with the letter of that Report, inso- 
much as, it recommends the whole of the police district being taxed in aid of the 
Police establishment. 



But when it is considered that the portion of the county of Dublin, within four 
miles of the Circular -road, does in fact comprise the whole of the police district, so 
far as respects the protection afforded by the establishment in tlie employment of 
the police patrols, we think that the assessment in question will be found con- 
formable to the spirit of such Report ; and also, strictly in accordance with the 
instruction conveyed in your Lordship’s letter of the 31st of July last, in which your 
Lordship states, that it appears to his Excellency desirable, “that in the measures 
to be adopted for carrying the suggested arrangement into effect,” the protection 
afforded bv the police under our control “ should be supplied to an extent commen- 
surate with the assessment so to be imposed.” 

In order to explain this more clearly, we annex lists of the stations of the police 
patrols, and of the county of Dublin constabulary, from which, and a reference to a 
map of the county, it will appear that although by the Act of 48 Geo. III. c. 140, Number of Acre, in 
much the greater portion of the county of Dublin (about two-thirds of the whole), « 

is included within the police district; yet, that under the arrangements made by us District about too, awl

yoadPoUce District 58. Jn stating this, we do not mean to convey that sufficient local protection is at 
present afforded to the thickly-inhabited precinct in question ; on the contrary, 
although we have supplied five of the stations within the distance of four miles by 
the employment of constabulary, several applications have been since made, repre- 
senting its insufficiency in particular places ; to which, admitting the fact, we have 
been under the necessity of replying “ that neither tlie funds of the Dublin Police 
and Watch Establishments, nor the number of the patrol constables which the law 
as it now stands limits us to, would permit us to entertain the question.” 

This deficiency has in consequence been supplied in some instances by voluntary 
associations, providing watchmen at the private expense of respectable individuals, 
under the superintendence, in some cases of a single patrol constable, provided from 
the police establishment. 

It is now proposed to afford the additional protection required, by means of the 
proposed assessment, which, at the same lime that it enables us to supply the 
• wanted stations, will also carry into effect, the other object of the Committee, in the 
cquali2ation of expense between the public and the police district. 

On the opinion expressed in the next passage of the Lord Mayor's letter, “ that the 
proposed assessments, if carried into effect, would not be equitable or just towards 
the district so assessed," we shall make but a single observation ; namely, that it 
was intended by us to give the entire benefit of the fifty additional police patrol to 
the portion of the district, which it is proposed to subject to an assessment, in the 
shape of a house-tax, and we submit to the consideration of his Grace, whether 
such an arrangement would not be more equitable than that suggested by the Lord 
Mayor, in lieu of it, viz : “ that such assessment, (if at all imposed,) should be levied 
off the entire district," the greater portion of which, (that is, all beyond the dis- 
tance of four miles from the Circular-road,) is, as we have already explained, in 
charge of the constabulary, and would derive no advantage whatever from the 
proposed augmentation to the police patrols. 

It is indeed quite true, that the occupiers of land within the precinct in question 
are subject (in common with the landholders of the rest of the county) to an in- 
crease of county cess amounting to 5 d. per acre, presented by the Grand Jury for 
the constabulary, from the services of which they receive no direct return. Even 
supposing this to continue after the imposition of the proposed house-tax, the 
minute subdivision of land, which exists within the distance of four miles from the 
Circu'ar-road, would prevent its bearing heavily upon any individual not well able 
to bear it.* And it is obvious, that the alleged injustice of such double assess- 
ment, instead of being remedied, would be greatly increased by extending it, as 
suggested in the Lord Mayor’s letter, to the entire of the district, the more exten- 
sive, more distant, and poorer portion of wlitch would thereby be made to pay for 
an addition of police force stationed exclusively within the precinct contio-uous to 
the city. 

It appears to us that the objection slated to the proposed assessment, on the 
score of its rendering the latter portion of the distriett liable to a twofold tax, 
nmy (if considered advisable) be much more effectually as well as more easily removed 
by a provision exempting it from any contribution to the constabulary, and direct- 
ing that the proposition of Grand Jury cess applicable to that purpose should be 
applottcd upon and levied exclusively off the rest of the county.

meaning, we presume, the expenses of the police establishment (save the watch tax). Police of Dublin^ 
“ are now borne in their relative proportions by the entire district,” we are utterly ^ 
at a loss to conjecture, all the funds arising from carriage, ' pawnbrokers, publicans, 
or other licenses, &c. being derived almost exclusively from the city. 

As to the surmise, “ that no augmentation of the police force is necessary,” 
formed, as it avowedly is, merely upon the absence of information which would 
warrant an opposite conclusion, we need only refer to the numerous applications 
for increased protection already adverted to by us, in proof of the expediency of 
the proposed addition of 50 foot patrol. 

Should his Grace the Lord Lieutenant (as we infer from a passage in your 
Lordship's letter of the 31st July, before cited) concur in this view of the case, it 
will follow that the calculations in the Lord Mayor’s letter, which are founded upon 
the omissioh of the 1,900 /. per annum required for their support, are to that 
extent erroneous. 

With respect also to the assumption cf the sum of 41,900/. "] s. g</. as being 
the total annual expenditure of the establishment, we have to observe, that it is 
taken from that of the last year, which, as being one of particular pressure, was con- 
fined within the narrowest possible limits ; for instance, the outlay for building and 
repairs was less by 1,800/. than in the year preceding, the erection of a new police- 
office in the fourth division, and of four additional watch-houses, although loudly 
called for bv the public, having been postponed. In consequence also of unusually 
low prices, the contract for forage was less by 550 /., and that for clothing by 200 /. 

Under these circumstances we submit, that the expenditure for the year ending 
5th January 1 829, cannot safely be taken as a standard by which to regulate that of 
future years, and still less to justify the anticipation expressed in the Lord Mayor's 
letter of further reduction. 

In fine, we have only to express our full concurrence in the Lord-Mayor’s sug- 
gestion, that the Recorder's salary and the cost of the Hue and Cry, should be 
defrayed, out of other funds, as not properly belonging to the police depart- 
ment ; while, by adding nearly 2,000 /. to the amount of the annual charge, a fal- 
lacious idea of the actual expense of the establishment is conveyed to the public. 

A desire to afford to the Lord Lieutenant all the information in our power upon 
a subject affecting the pecuniary interests of above 8,000 persons, resident in 
the vicinity of Dublin, and to enable his grace to appreciate the weight of the 
objections urged by the lord-mayor to the proposed assessment (as we presume in 
communication with some of them), has carried this letter to an unusual length, for 
which we have to request your Lordship’s indulgence.
